background interference. 
There are fam ilies who plan all their activities 
around the “ boob tube.” Dinner m ust be served at a 
certain tim e; theere is a special program Mom wants 
to see; shopping is planned around the soap operas for 
a lot of housewives; and Dad is well rew arded these 
days for his interests in sports, as all holidays, all 
weekends, and y e s -even night-time TV offers some 
kinds of sports broadcast, while kids sit glued to the 
ever-recurring re-runs of “ I Love Lucy, 
the 
Marx 
B rothers” and “ Life with F ath er.” 
They already know them by heart, but watch daily. 
Once we were invited to a New Y ear’s reception on 
New Y ear’s afternoon. When we entered the living 
room of the home, we im m ediately spotted three 
televisions tuned to three football gam es. Of course the 
men moved no further. 
Our own family gatherings have turned into a battle 
of separation ; the men folk in the den watching football 
and women in the kitchen, with m eals served in rela y s- 
but always with eyes front and center. 
As gas shortages grow m ore severe and keep us 
indoors m ore, the television m ay becom e an even 
greater influence in our lives. We may depend more 
and m ore upon the instrum ent, for entertainm ent and a 
m eans of endless neglect to the other im portant phases 
of our life style. , 
It becam e apparent to me during the past holiday 
season that hours of watching television can cause a 
certain lethargy that deadens the senses and causes us 
to feel listless and and lazy. 
For our health and well-being and for our m ental 
outlook we may have to schedule television viewing 
much like we schedule m eals and working hours. We 
may have to decide that there are other things of in 
terest that we can do as a fam ily group or project, and 
save ourselves from the addicton of television. 
The invention of teievison was and is a great in­ 
novation. It is just that we have allowed it to become a 
dom inating force in our homes and lives.

A president for a m ajor industry in 
Plano said Thursday if Lone Star Gas Co. 
curtails his com pany's gas supplies for 
more than three days, it will have to 
tem porarily “ shut down com pletely.” 
Lone Star Gas this week curtailed 
service to its lowest priority custom ers by 
at least 75 percent-and in some cases IOO 
percent. 
Vincent Rego, preside! 
of Capital Wire 
& Cable Corp , said the cutback is costing 
his firm approxim ately $100,000 a day in 


“If we have no gas for three days w e’re 
going to have a big problem ,” said Rego. 
Rego said the IOO percent curtailm ent by 
LSC has closed Capital Wire & Cable’s 
cast plant operations, but has not affected 
its wire mill. 
For Next 15 Years 


Lone Star spokesm an Bob Arnold said 
the gas com pany requests Rate Three 
custom ers “ to cut back the normal volume 
of gas service by a given percentage, due 
to the tem perature and wind chill factor. 
“The curtailm ent is not because of a gas 
shortage,” said Arnold, “ but an attem pt to 
keep the pressure up in the gas lines to 
a ssu re 
resid e n tia l 
and co m m ercial 
custom ers service.” 
They’re the highest priority clients, 
explained Arnold. He said the tem porary 
cutback would not affect residences. 
Arnold said the electric utility com ­ 
panies 
and 
industrial 
firms 
affected 
generally will not be adversely hit, since 
they have alternate fuels available. 
He also said gas to most electric power 
generation com panies has been cut IOO 
percent. 
Rego said his company 
has som e 


available fuel oil for a portion of his 
operations, but 
that 
Captial 
& 
Wire 
depends on gas to melt copper and 
aluminum. 
“Without gas w e’re dead,” Rego said. 
Arnold said those com panies choosing 
the lower rates “ m ade die choice” and 
assum ed the possibility of reduced service 
in exchange for lower energy prices. 
Rego said, “ I assum e as long as the 
weadier stays as bad as it is we won’t get 
any gas. I just hope the weather gets 
better.” 
Arnold speculated that the gas cutback 
would continue through the weekend. 
“It’s all up to the w eather,” said the 
Lone Star spokesm an. “ We ll continue die 
present schedule as long as the weather 
stays as it is. 


“ If it gets around 40 degrees, things 
might change.” 
Currently, the local w eather forecast 
calls for tem peratures to reach into the 
low 40s today, with the forecast for 
Saturday calling for tem peratures in the 
mid-40s. 
Texas Power & Light, an electric power 
generation com pany, has been curtailed 
by Lone Star by IOO percent and is 
presently using two storage tanks of fuel 
oil as an alternate source of energy. 
Local TP&L m anager Jim Taylor said 
his firm is in the process of constructing 
two more storage tanks in Savoy, T*'x., 
where the other two tanks are located. 
Taylor said the cost of fuel oil is higher 
and cuts down the efficiency of the power 
plant some 15 percent. 


Energy Drought Seen

WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
Energy director William E. 
Simon said today the United 
States 
is 
faced with 
an 
energy drought lasting IO to 
15 years. 
Nor will the shortage be 
greatly eased when the Arab 
oil em bargo is lifted, Simon 
said in an interview. 
“We have been a nation of 
energy w astrels, and this 
day is over because the day 
of cheap energy is over,” he 
said. 
He p red ic ted th a t the 
energy crisis would end only 
when 
the U nited 
S tates 
developed new sources of oil 
and new sources of power 
such as solar and geother­ 
mal power—’’and that is IO 
to 15 years off in the future.” 
Simon said Thursday he 
expects 
re ta il 
gasoline 
prices to rise 8 to ll cents by 
M arch. Many motorists have 
found out the price increase 
is well under way. 
A UPI survey showed most 
dealers were charging more 
than 50 cents a gallon for 
regular gasoline in the E ast 
and Midwest and 43 to 49 
cents in the West. In New 
York City regular gasoline 
was selling as high as 56.4 
cents a gallon and prem ium 
at 61.9 cents.

m arketing from now through 
next sum m er are about the 
sam e as a year earlier or 
slightly sm aller. 
“In view of the heavy 
dem and expected for canned 


goods, this m eans another 
season of prorated orders 
with buyers not receiving IOO 
per cent of their needs, at 
least for

P orter said.

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Garlic Is Effective 


LONDON (UPI) —■ Two doctors reported in the medical 
weekly The Lancet today that a diet heavily laced with garlic 
may help prevent coronary artery disease. 
Dr. Arun Bordia and Dr. H. C. Bansal said their current 
reserarch in India showed that garlic appeared to slow the 
rate which blood coagulated in IO patients on a fatty diet. 
The doctors said a number of substances also appear to 
prevent fatty deposits building up on artery walls, but they 
are expensive or have only shortterm effects while garlic is 
widely available and has no side effects. 
The doctors said garlic would seem to be particularly 
useful in treating people who have no apparent signs of heart 
disease but who have diabetes, high blood pressure or a 
family of heart trouble. 
Charges Brought 
PARIS (UPI) — Revenue agents have brought charges 
against the director of a kirsch distillery they say produced 
the cherry liquor without using real cherries. 
The agents said they charged Claude Peureux, 43, with tax 
fraud in the $2 million scheme covering 50,000 gallons of 
kirsch, usually taken as an appetizer.

“ W e ’re really not mining 
anything to get any money 
out of it,’’ said George Bator, 
head of the mining depart­ 
ment at the school. “ We do 
have some ore in there that 
would run about $16 to $20 a 
ton, but ifs really not worth 
mining. 
“ We don’t pay much at­ 
tention to it (the gold),” he 
said. “ We just throw it over 
into the dump and let the Cub 
Scouts and tourists scramble 
for it. The biggest flake that 
I ever saw that cam e out of 
here was a piece about the 
size of my fingernail. That 
probably 
would 
have 
weighed about a fifth of an 
ounce.

The Colorado School 
of 
Mines at Golden has been 
using the Ed gar mine as a 
laboratory now since 1921. In 
the 1870s, it produced high- 
grade silver along with gold, 
lead and copper.

All of the mining students

course. Bator, who has been 
in charge of the mine for the 
past three years, said girls 
work alongside boys and do 
the same rigorous tasks.

The noise was so loud that 
shouts could not be heard.

few yards away. She agreed 
the work was hard, but said 
she enjoyed it, even though

“ I put the pressure up too 
high on the drill and it went 
up to the ceiling,” she said. 
“ I couldn’t turn it back down 
and was just hanging onto 


the leg.” 
A boy student wisely shut

right back to drilling again. 
Dynamiting 
While the two young ladies 
were working in one section 
of the mine, other students 
were attempting to drill a 
mine shaft to the area where 
they were working. In still 
another section of the mine, 
Rex Harnish of Buena Vista, 
Colo., was setting off two 
sticks of dynamite to blast 
loose some rock. 
“ We do everything in here 
that you do in an actual 
mine,” Bator said. “ B y the 
time they are through here, 
there w on’t be anything 
involving 
a 
m ine 
they 
haven’t done. 
“ Our main reason for this 
is that we talk about theory 
and we can draw a picture, 
but that doesn’t mean too 
much,” he said. “ When they 
come in here, they do the 
actual work. Then they can 
find out how much is in­ 
volved, how difficult it is to 
handle the equipment, and 
how much a man should be 
able to do. On that basis 
then, they won’t be fooled 
very easily.” 
In addition to work in the 
m ine, 
the 
students 
get 
quizzes, pop tests and an 
hour 
lecture on 
Saturday 
mornings 
before 
entering 
the mine. They also must get 
out to the mine on their 
own— some 22 miles from the 
Colorado School of Mines 
campus in Golden. 
Bator calls it the safest 
mine in the world and says 
“ it s safe because we make 
it that w ay.”

I t ’s the latest charge from 
Dr. Frank Craighead, who 
along with his twin brother, 
John, has a long-standing 
feud with the National Park 
Service over the program 
started in 1969. 
Craighead says their latest 
report to the park service 
shows during the years 1970, 
1971, and 1972 the population 
was just about cut in half. 
“ W e 
b elieve 
there 
are 
somewhere 
in 
the 
neigh­ 
borhood of IOO grizzlies left,” 


he said. 
The latest study, sub­ 
mitted in Ju ly , has not been 
made public by the park 
se rvice , 
and 
is 
another 
example of what Craighead 
ca lls 
“ h arassm en t” 
by 
federal agency of independ 
ent re search , “ unless it 
agrees with existing policy.” 
Bears W ant Handouts 
Craighead, who lives at 
nearby Moose, Wvo., said he 
and his brother were not 
invited to a recent discussion 
of the program at the park 
attended 
by 
Assistant 
Interior Secretary Nathaniel 
Reed. This despite over a 
dozen years of field research 
by the two brothers on the 
grizzlies in the Yellowstone 
ecosystem. 
T h e 
m a n a g e m e n t 
program was designed to 
return the black and grizzly 
bears to their natural habitat 
and reduce human conflict. 
The 
bears 
had 
grown 
dependent 
on 
garbage 
dumps and “ handouts” from 
tourists. 
Bears were trapped and 
drugged 
by 
rangers 
who 
t r a n s p o r t e d 
t h e m , 
sometimes by helicopter, to 
the remote parts of the 3,400- 
square-mile park. 
Grizzlies Vulnerable 
“ The deaths were due to 
poor 
m anagem ent. 
The 
dumps were rapidly closed, 
and 
it 
put 
the 
whole 
population under a stressful 
situation,” Craighead says. 
The grizzlies were made 
more vulnerable to outside 
hunting, 
the 
bears 
had 
trouble adjusting again to 
their natural ways, he says, 
and some were killed by 
drug overdoses and others 
shot when they repeatedly 
returned. 
“ Our 
inform atio n 
in ­ 
dicates that the program is 
rap id ly 
dim inishing 
the 
grizzly population,” says the 
biologist who recommended 
a slower, more controlled 
program to return the bears 
to their environment. 


Craighead says the park 
se rvice 
m ay 
e ven tu ally 
accept some of his and his 
brother’s 
ideas. 
“ I 
don’t 
think they will announce any 
change, or admit any error, 
but there is a possibility they 
m ay take some of our past 
recommendations," he says.

Glen F 
( ’ole, supervisory research 
biologist believes his study 
has shown the program a 
success. 
“ The data gathered so far 
shows that the program has 
accomplished its goals of 
returning 
the grizzlies 
to

Visitors to the park are 
sometimes disappointed not 
to find the famous “ roadside 
beggars” of years past, but 
park officials say both the 
bears and humans are better 
off. 
Cole says conditions really 
got out of hand in the 1960s 
when some bears were living 
out of garbage dumps near 
campgrounds.
